2. Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 19-22. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: for 
independent claims 1, 7 and 13. Regarding clams 1 and 13, word entry area to receive 
handwritten words is well known in the prior art. The distinguishing feature is a 
character entry area separated from the word entry area, i.e. text entry made in word 
entry area and handwritten text entry in character entry. These features in combination 
with other features are not taught in the prior art. Claims 2-6 and 14-18 depend on 
claims 1 and 13, respectively. Claim 7 and dependent claims 8-12 were previously 
allowed in the office action filed 8/12/04.
